They believe that some¬ 
one had been trying to steal 
Fodor’s marijuana that night. 
“Nobody tries to steal a plant 
in the middle of the night,” 
Enriquez commented. 

A team of six Sierra 
Madre Police, including De¬ 
tective John Cordischi, ap¬ 
proached the house at 195 
South Mountain Trail on 
Monday morning. “We asked 
him if he was aware that there 
was marijuana growing on 
his pniperty, and he invited us 


Late Monday morning, at 
11:55 am. Sierra Madre Po¬ 
lice arrested Arthur Lesley 
Fodor, age 38, and seized 15- 
20 pounds of saleable mari¬ 
juana and other parapherna¬ 
lia. 

Fodor was charged with 
felony processing and culti¬ 
vation of marijuana and pos¬ 
session of marijuana for sale, 
25 pounds or over. Police 
seized high-grade “virgin" 
marijuana, valued at $4,000 
per pound, plus about nine 
pounds of stems, valued at 
$80,000-$ 100,000. They also 
seized a computer system on 
which the suspect kept me¬ 
ticulous records of quantity, 
quality and prices of his 
stock. 

The arrest and seizure 
came as the result of a call 
about a commotion in this 
man’s yard. Officer Ruben 
Enriquez became suspicious 
upon investigating the inci¬ 
dent and returned on his next 
day shift. What he discovered 
was a marijuana bush, about 
four feet long, about an inch 
in diameter.

“One of the re¬ 
ally sad parts,” said 
Cordischi, “is that people 
who get involved with drugs 
stand to lose everything they 
own.”

Rumors have swept up and down the boulevard like wild¬ 
fire that Starbuck’s Coffee is moving into the space formerly 
occupied by Harlequin Gallery on Kersting Ct. Such a move 
would be akin to Goliath taking on David and his slingshot 
with a Howitzer. Already struggling local businesses could 
well go under. Agitated citizens have already begun discuss¬ 
ing a trip to the Planning Commission. 

Not so fast, folks. 

The News attempted to verify this interesting tidbit with a 
trip toCity Hall. Business license clerk Robin Dame had heard 
lots about the rumor, but nothing of substance. No actual pa¬ 
perwork had crossed her desk relating to any move by 
Statbuck’s into Sierra Madre. Likewise, Debby Linn had heard 
nothing about the situation. (Linn is filling in for city Direc¬ 
tor of Develc^ment Services Anne McIntosh while she is out 
on mateniity leave.) Asked whether any representatives from 
Starbuck’s had filed for building use permits, city Building 
Inspector Steve Polk replied, “This is the first I’ve heard of 
it.”

The Plowman 


and insurance companies and other corporations taking over 
thousands of acres. 

No one knows when the first plow was invented, but in the 
middle of the last century the modern moldboard plow came 
into being. About the same time a plow called a “sodbuster 
came into use and it was used for more than just plowing. It 
turned the earth over a certain way, and the long strips of sod 
were cut into short strips and became the walls of the old-time 
:soddy”. Crude, but it filled the need in areas where wood was 
scarce or even no-existent. The plow had a great deal to do 
with the expansion and settling of America. 

It has been my privilege to live through a great deal of 
agricultural history. 1 have lived to see methods undreamed 
just a few decades ago. I can remember seeing farmers plow¬ 
ing one furrow at a time, guiding by hand a jerky, jumpy plow 
drawn by one or perhaps two horses. 

All day long he plodded around the field, guiding the 
horses, holding on to the plow, his feet in the soft earth. It 
was the same slow way when he harrowed the plowed land, 
planted the seed and then cultivated it twice in early summer. 
Then, at harvest time he shucked the com one ear at a time, 
driving through the frosty stalks from daylight to dark. Then 
came the regular farm chores. After the team had been un¬ 
hitched, fed, watered, and rubbed down it was time to milk 
the cows and feed the hogs. After supper the milk was put 
through a hand-powered cream separator, and then the sepa¬ 
rator had to be scalded with boiling water. After that, a brief 
time looking at farm journals, and then to bed. I saw this daily 
ritual many times when I visited my grandmother’s farm in 
Iowa, but that was a long time ago. 

Not many farmers follow that scheduled today. An increas¬ 
ing number no longer have livestock of any kind, not even 
chickens or a pet cat or dog. When the crops are in, generally 
in late Octoer, the farmer simply locks his house, gets in his 
motorhome and spends the next five months in Florida. There 
is nothing to keep him at home. Things have changed, and I 
have lived to see that change.

In a famous English poem there is the following line..."the 
plowman homeward plods his weary way, and leaves the 
world to darkness and to me.” Well, tiicie are very few farm- 
cn who do much plodding. Farming is hard work, no doubt, 
but when the farmer wants to go from here to there, he rides 
in an expensive pick-up truck, and if he is in the field plow¬ 
ing, planting, or harvesting, he is riding in a very expensive 
machine. They are incredibly complex and get more so ev¬ 
ery year. 

Some years ago I had a chance to ride in a late model com 
harvester, called a combine. It cut four rows at a time, and 
the entire stalks disappeared under the machine. In a bin at 
the rear of the combine, a steady stream of shelled com poured 
from a steel conduit. At the ante time a blizzard of debris was 
blown out another pipe. It looked like cornflakes, but it was 
the entire complant except for the yellow kernels. Perhaps 
twenty minutes behind the harvester another man was driv¬ 
ing a powerful tractor, pulling a large plow. In minutes after 
the com had vanished into the maw of the harvester, there was 
an unbroken stretch of turned earth. The heavy plows buried 
every vestige of what had been rows of com just a short time 
before. 

Not long ago I talked to a relative, a farmer back in Iowa. 
1 told him of my experience in the crop harvester and he 
laughed and said,"HarTy, you are a little behind times. They 
now have harvesters that will cut 16 rows at a time. It can clean 
up fifty acres a day.” I also learned that now one machine can 
do in five minutes what a farmer of long ago would do in a 
whole month of bitter, twelve-hour days; his com would still 
be on the cob, no shelled. When I visited my hometown five 
years ago I asked a farmer what it would take to start up in 
the farming business today. He smiled and said,"First you 
need about eight hundred acres of good land, then there is a 
little matter of a quarter of a million dollars for machinery,” 
No wonder farming is termed “agribusiness”. The small 
farmer is disa{^)earing, large operators buying out the small 


When you teach sixth grade, there are times when you 
wonder, “Is it worth it?” I remember one of my times. It was 
a rather trying, frastrating day.

The day went by and at 2:45, in full possession of a throb¬ 
bing sciatica, I rang my trusty attention-getting bell. I an¬ 
nounced it was time to clean the pit before we went home. An

I sat at my desk, I was more than a little blighted as I thought 
of all the things I had wanted to do. Never enough time but 
maybe not enough energy and patience even if there were more 
time. 

Would the kids be prepared for jr. high? For life? What 
must I be sure to get to tomorrow? I was beat and really feel¬ 
ing down, 

A shadow fell over my desk, an arm went around my shoul¬ 
der, Dori’s beaming face looked into mine and said, “Thanks 
for loving me,” I was still beat but no longer down.

historical designation. A site 
may be designated a cultural 
resource or an area may be 
designated a historic district 
by the City Council based on 
the recommendation of the 
Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion. The designation can be 
assigned for historic, archi¬ 
tectural, scenic or historic dis¬ 
trict purposes. 

Procedures for Cultural 
Resource Designation can 
originate from any person or 
group, including the City 
Council or the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission. Previ¬ 
ously, only the Commission 
could place a property on the 
historical list. Property own¬ 
ers will be notified by mail 
after the nomination is sub¬ 
mitted. If the Commission 
finds that the application has 
merit, they then will hold a 
public hearing. The Commis¬ 
sion will then recommend to 
the City Council to approve, 
in whole or in part, or to dis¬ 
approve the nomination in its 
entirety. 

While owner consent is 
still not a necessary require¬ 
ment for historic designation, 
there is an established appeal 
procedure. The Commission 
states that "Being able to 
nominate a historical struc¬ 
ture without owner consent is 
important for significantly

important historic structures 
or districts. This authority 
would not be used except in 
situations involving ex¬ 
tremely significant structures 
or areas. The owner consent 
issue is extremely important 
to be consistent with the gen¬ 
eral plan to maintain historic 
integrity." 

Appeals to any action 
taken by the Commission 
may be tq)pealed by any inter¬ 
ested party to the City Coun¬ 
cil, by filing a notice of ap¬ 
peal within ten days after the 
filing of the Commission’s 
written decision with the City 
Clerk. 

Violation of a requirement 
or failure to obey an order is¬ 
sued by the Commission or 
comply with a condition of 
approval of any certificate or 
permit can result in a misde¬ 
meanor charge. According to 
the ordinance, “Any person 
who constructs, alters, re¬ 
moves, or demolishes, or de¬ 
stroys a cultural resource in 
violation of this chapter shall 
be required to restore the 
building, object, site, or struc¬ 
ture to its appearance or set¬ 
ting prior tot he 
violation...Civil remedy shall 
be in addition to, and not in 
lieu of, any criminal prosecu¬ 
tion and penalty and other

‘To save some money, / 
changed a radiator hose on my 
car rather than take It to the 
garage. I found the hose very 
difficult to remove from Its 
connections even with the hose 
clamps completely out of the 
way. Is there a 'trick' you can 
recommend to make the Job 
simpler?" 

Here are a couple of hints that may 
help. You might try to twist the hose loose 
from its connection by hand, using a 
back-and-forth motion. If this doesn’t 
work, cut a slit in the hose with a razor 
blade and peel it free. Be careful not to 
cut too deeply into the hose to avoid cut¬ 
ting the connection. Also, never try re¬ 
moving the radiator or heater hoses with 
pliers or other wrenches. 

Once you have removed the hoses, 
clean the connection to remove rust, cor¬ 
rosion or dirt. Then coat the connection 
and inside of the hose with radiator cool¬ 
ant to allow the hose to slide on with less 
resistance. If you have any troubles with 
the operation, bring it in and we'll fix it for 
you.

Counterfeit Traveler's 
Checks at Hall 

On Sunday. Nov. 5, at 6:36 p.m., Arcadia police officers 
were went to Santa Anita Fashion Park to investigate possible 
counterfeit traveler’s checks. Officers determined that a sus¬ 
pect had passed counterfeit $100 traveler’s checks at appixvxi- 
mately 18 various sUxes within the mall. Fiwtunaiely. the of¬ 
ficers were able to locate the suspect. Ho Kim, and to detain 
him. The police recovered all the property obtained by Kim 
and approximately $2,000 in cash that he had also obtained. 
Kim was booked at the City Jail on various felony, forgery 
and theft charges. 
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As I hear il, the major concern expressed by Arcadia resi¬ 
dents about the proposed SAEC is crime/security. To find out 
what Santa Anita's plans are. I went straight to the horses’ 
mouths—pun intended. Here is what I was told. 

Spokesmen say that visibility and experience are the keys 
to the security plan under consideration. Mike Manning, vice 
president and assistant general manager of the L. A. Turf Club, 
said it this way: ‘There is no substitute for ample numbers of 
quality people who are well-trained." He pointed out that Santa 
Anita Park’s existing security pool is already at a very high 
level. 

Call it “command presence" or “saturation enforcement ’ 
suggested Dick Smith, a former Pasadena Police lieutenant 
who is currently director of security at the Park. “That s 
proactive security, the basis of loot-beat patrol, which will deal 
with potential problems before they develop into crime, he 
explained. 

For 6() years. Santa Anita has operated a successful secu¬ 
rity program, and the same philosophy will be adapted to the 
new project, which will utilize uniformed officers, most with 
extensive law enforcement backgrounds, and non-uniformed 
personnel wearing distinct attire so they will be easily identi¬ 
fiable as well as a state-of-the-art electonic surveillance sys¬ 
tem, according to Smith. 

Security will begin when the customer arrives at the enter¬ 
tainment center and finds a fenced parking lot with plenty of 
lighting to avoid dark areas at night and marked patrol ve¬ 
hicles, each equipped with fire extinguishers, jumper cables 
and radios. What wouldn’t he seen are the rooftop and 
electonic surveillance designed to make sure that the parking 
areas are secure at all times. 

In the pedestrian areas, restaurants and retail venues, the 
visitor will be aware of security personnel and can be assured, 
according to Smith, that the experienced staff will be trained 
to identify problems and to prevent disruptive behavior. Work¬ 
ers within the center, from janitors to store managers, will be 
trained so "they Uh) can become eyes and ears for security.” 

In addition, senior management for Santa Anita security 
will be on site during all hours of operation, and “let’s not 
forget that we have enjoyed a close working relationship with 
the Arcadia Police Department for the past 60 years and will 
continue to work closely with IcKal law enlorcement should 
their assistance be required on or off site.” Smith added.

Ms. Dougherty 
Goes to 
Washington 

School Board Member 
Attends TVomen 
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“People were nominated by political, business or commu¬ 
nity organizations,” says Dougherty, in explaining how over 
600 women nationwide were invited to the Summit. She was 
nominated by the President of RENEW, Karen Jones Roberts 
of Virginia. 

She feels it was an honor to have hecn invited. “What is 
this, and how did I get on the list,” were her first questions 
upon receiving the invitation. Women were chosen for their 
leadership capabilities, a valuable resource that the Republi¬ 
can Leadership hopes to tap into, according to Summit litera¬ 
ture. 

In Washington, the participants were divided into two 
teams, with two topics to discuss: “Economic Productivity and 
Tax Reform,” which Ms. Dougherty was chosen for, while the 
other team chose “Education and Welfare Reform.” The top¬ 
ics where chosen by a vote of the members of^the teams from 
numerous issues under consideration, says Dougherty. 

The issues voted on were primarily of concern to both men 
and women, rather than only women. Although the group did 
not vote on the issue of a “glass ceiling,” in job promotions, 
Dougherty found it interesting that “more workers are em¬ 
ployed by women-owned companies than by all of the For¬ 
tune 500 companies combined, yet the ‘glass ceiling’ re¬ 
mains.” 

Her team, (the “red” team), felt that the way to stimulate 
economic growth was to reduce the regulations that reduce 
entreprenuerialism. This was the major issue that they voted 
on. 

On tax reform: “Balance the (Federal) budget!” was the 
overwhelming vote by all, says Drrugherty. On welfare reform: 
“Return the responsibility of refomi to the states and give local 
government more responsibility in the welfare system.” The 
most important concerns were: local control, balancing the 
budget, and deregulation. 

Although she was not on the “blue” team that discussed 
education and welfare reform, their recommendation was to 
“Return the control of education to local levels through elimi¬ 
nation of Federal mandates and abolishing or downsizing U.S. 
Department of Education.” 

All in all, Dougherty was impressed with the event. “It was 
a very high-energy group,” she says. “Six hundred women 
who all had opinions!” 

The results of their voting are submitted to the GOP lead¬ 
ership in Congress. “Presumably, the purpose was to stimu¬ 
late dialogue between GOP leaders and women at the grass 
roots level,” she states. Dougherty is now expecting informa¬ 
tion back on how each table’s input was used to arrive at their 
respective team’s conclusions. 

Mary Dougherty has been very active in both educational 
and community activities for many years. In addition to be¬ 
ing a member of the Arcadia School Board, she is an active 
member of the Assistance League of Arcadia. In the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, she is involved with the Intercultural, Leg¬ 
islative and Retail committees. She is also a member of the 
Republican Women’s Club of Arcadia. 

She is the Chairman of the San Gabriel Valley Coalition 
of Education, which is comprised of 25 school districts in all. 
This organization is a coalition of school board members, ad¬ 
ministration and other employee groups.

Judges for the cook-off 


The path of healthcare has been long and arduous. Beset 
by fear, superstition, ignorances and even hostility, it has taken 
ages to get where we are now. It has been only a few hun¬ 
dred years since human dissection was tolerated, but from that 
point onward, the knowledge and care of health has moved 
forward at an ever-increasing pace. 1 was bom at the tuen of 
the century and 1 believe the just past 100 years have seen more 
of discovery and the dissemination of medical knowledge than 
in all of recorded history. 

When I was bom. 90 percent of America was rural, and 
medical care was far from what it is now. My little village 
was 25 miles from the nearest hospital and the dirt roads were 
sometimes impassable. It really made no difference; we had 
no ambulance and those early cars were fir from reliable. 1 
can remember hearing about emergency appendectomies per¬ 
formed on a kitchen table. Chloroform on a songe was the 
anesthetic, and the scalpel was an old-fashioned straight ra¬ 
zor. The country doctor did his best with his limited talents 
and antiquated equipment, but his efforts often meant the dif¬ 
ference between life and death. Thankfully, that facet ot the 
"gtxxi old days" is past. We are fortunate to be the inheritors 
of past experience and modem research. 

The Methodist Hospital was founded in 1903 by the we had more people from the 
Womens' Home Missionary Society of the Methodist Church [Sierra Madre] community 
of Southern California. It was a five bed facility that grew over 
the years to an institution with 206 beds, located on South 
Hope Street. In 1953 the City of Arcadia determined the need 
for a community hospital and selected Methodist Hospital to 
build and operate the new facility. Today Methodist Hospi¬ 
tal is fully accredited, has 347 beds. 282 acute care beds, 39 
acute psychiatric beds and 26 skilled nursing facility beds. The 
hospital also operates a first-class skilled nursing facility in 
Sierra Madre, offering complete convalescent care. In 1992 
Methodist Hospital affilliated with Buntington of Pasadena, 
fomiing Southern California Healthcare Systems, with a vi¬ 
sion of forming the predominant healthcare faciltiy in San 
Gabriel Valley. 

But times and conditions change. The East Wing of the 
hospital was badly damaged by the Whittier and Sierra Madre 
earthquakes, and there is the ever-present threat of more seis¬ 
mic activity. To bring the wing up to state mandated condi¬ 
tion would be prohibitive in cost, and if done, there would still 
be an old building. A careful study has determined that it is 
best to remove the old structure and replace it with most mod¬ 
em construction, complete with the very latest technological 
equipment. It would be called Patients Tower. The new fa-

Second Thessalonians 3:3 says. But the Lord is faithful, and 
he will strengthen and protect you from the evil one.

It is hard to miss the thoughts of the last pe¬ 
tition of the Lord's Prayer in this Bible passage; namely.

And He has committed to 
h us the message of reconciliation.” 

, Unfortunately, humanity does not function this wav. We 
d are legalistically concerned about who is at fault and then 
g determine that the party who has faulted must be the one who 
5 ’ attempts the reconciliation. Justly, what’s fair is fair. Conse- 
„ quently, if you have wronged someone you should be the one 
^ to initiate proceedings for restitution. How different from God. 
^5 It was He who reconciled us to Himself through Christ Jesus. 
,'s He did this even though we had sinned against Him and had 
wronged Him but He didn’t count that against us. Had He 
waited for us to come to Him. knowing human nature that 
.jf would never have happened. In addition, had He waited until 
we came to Him there would have been no way for us to reach 
j,Y Him. He not only came to us first but also provided a way for 
,,y us to reach Him and that was through the saving grace of Son. 
,lg Christ, Jesus our Lord. 

God is a God of reconciliation and He gave us this very 
same ministry. Consequently, when there is a problem among 
us we have a ministry of mitigating that problem. It is incum¬ 
bent upon us to go to the problem even if we are not at fault 
and assuage the hurt so that the hurt can be set aside and that 
there be a new beginning.
